THREE HUNDRED: CONVICTS ;

TRAGIC SCENES, 


’ Columbu: Yesterday. 

Jt is .officlally estimated that at 
least 300 men, mostly convicts, 
were ‘killed In the : fire: at Ohfo 
Penitentiary. . ‘Tho "flames,. fanned 
by a strong wind, swept over several 
buildings,’ and ard still burning 
Apparently uncontrolled. * Reuter's 
correspondent ‘himself ‘counted 90 
bodies in the prison yard at seven 
in the evening.—Reuter’s American 
Service.

“The victims of the fire were 
trapped in an old cell in Blocks on 
the west side of ‘the penitentiary, 
Where scenes of indescribable con- 
fusion weré witnessed.

_- ECONOMIC POLICY. * 
DOMINIONS BLAMED. 


The Federation of British In- 
dutries has issued a review of 
Empire trade policy in which re- 
commendations are submitted for 
the consideration of the British 
Preparatory Committee to the Im- 
perial. Conference. The Prepara- 
tory Committee consists of repre- 
sentatives of the F.B.I., the Asso- 
clation of British Chambers of 
of 
Shipping. Below appear extracts 
from the report: 

The - most urgent | necessity 
exists for this country to take all 
possible steps to incrense ‘ trade 
with the Dominions, for the fol- 
lowing reasons:— 

(a). Owing to the great  ab- 
sorptive power of the Dominions 
to consume British goods. On 
the other hand, it is a regrettable 
fact that the Dominions are draw- 
ing an increasing proportion of 
their imports from sources out- 
side the Empire. 

(b) Owing to -the increasing 
economic’ nationalism ‘of foreign 
countries. It is realised that the 
same desire for Industria] expan- 
sion prevails in many of the 
Dominions, but the establishment 
of new industries in the. overseas. 
countries of the. Empire, glthough 
it has an immediate adverse effect 
upon British industry, usually en- 
tuils in the long run some com- 
pensating advantages. 


(c) Owing to the invariable 


tendency: of foreign countries,—as- 


.they-dovelop~their | industries, to 
become . ‘increasingly exporting 
countries, thus competing direct- 
ly with British exports to other 
countries, : 
Dominion Aspirations, 

‘In’ considering the problems of- 
inter-Imperial trade it is essen- 
tial. to take into account: the 
evonomic desires of the Dominions, 
The Federation suggests that— 
(a) It is essential that the Unit- 
ed Kingdom should realise that 
the Dominions are determined ‘to 
an economic’ life 
ag possible, and themselves to de- 
velop manufacturing: industries; 
(b) the Dominions should, both fn 
their own interests and. in those 
of Great Britain, their most im- 
portant market, refrain. from’ de- 
veloping industries which are 
economically unsound: (c) in the 
case of .the establishment of 
economically sound industries in 
the Dominions, ‘Great . Britain 
should, in order that their deve- 
lopmext, may proceed on British 
lines and in accordance with. Bri+ 
tish: standards, be prepared to 
assist the financial and technical 
help, rather than leave foreign 
countries to do so. . ‘ ; 

As‘regards the importance of 
Empire migration, the Federation 
‘ta of opinion that—(a) The ques. 
tion of the Dominions as‘a. mar- 
ket for British goods is, bound un 
with that of migration; (b) it fs 
fatal to ‘fall into the error of. be- 
lieving that -the Dominions | are 
prepared to ferte as a, dumping-. 
ground for /the ‘unemployed of 
this country; (c) the present posi- 
tion of Empire migration «1s .ex- 
tremely unsditisfactory; | (d), the 
only real way to stimulate Empire 
migration on a large scale {a to 
develop the prosperity of., indivi. 
dual Domintons.

FAMILY TRAGEDIES 
OF CHINA. 


THE FILIAL SON WE WHO FOLLOWED 
‘HIS MOTHER. 


-BOATMEN _AND BRIGANDS. 
Hankow, April 10. 

Family ‘affection of the most intense 
kind is still to be found in Chinese 
homes. [na little house outside Han- 
yang a family named Yu has lived for 
mahy years, The matriarch had reach- 
ed the age of 80 years, and was loving- 
ly tended by her son of 60. The pa- 
triarch died over 69 years ‘ago and, 
though he had married and had sons, 
the chief thought of this market-gar- 
dener was for his mother. - It is. said 
that from hfs youth’ on he had never 
gone to sleep till his mother assured 
him that she was settled for the night. 
At. the recent festival he went with his 
Mother and cthers on the aunual. visit 
to the grave of his father yome little 
way off in the country, As the party 
were returning towards dusk they 
were . suddenly stopped by robbers, 
Some started to run, and the robbers 
tired, killing the old lady en the spot. 
Having taken what little the party had 
the villains decamped, and then Yu car- 
ried home the dead body of his mother, 
He told his wife that he would watch by

-NANKING. 


PRESIDENT’S PLANS 10 IMPROVE 
_ THE CAPITAL, ° 


CENTRE OF THE NATION. 
Nanking, Thursday. 
A plenaty ‘meeting of the-Re- 
construction Committee of ‘the 
Capital ‘was held on April 15 at 
2 o'clock, The high officials pre- 
sent included President Chiang 
Kal-shek, Hu Han-min, Dr. Wang 
Chung-hui, Dr. H. H. Kung, Gen- 
eral Ma Fu-hsiang and others. 

President . Chiang, presiding, 
opened the meeting .with the fol- 
lowing remarks:— 

“For the last three years Nan- 
kings has become the capital. Al- 
though . a programme of recon- 
struction has been Prepared, work 
has not yet begun. As the capital 
is the cultural, political and 
economical centre of the nation, 
to which. foreign nations direct 
their attention, the reconstruction 
scheme must be laid ‘on such a 
acale ag ‘commensurate with tlie 
apirit of the Revolutionary Gov- 
ernment. I hope that those pre- 
sent at this meeting will careful- 
ly discuss the question of recon- 
struction in‘all tts details and de- 
cide on the ways and means of 
completing the reconstruction of 
the -capital.”

INTELLECTUAL: GIANT 


AND BIGGER BRAINS © 


‘USEFUL AND IMMEDIATE TASK 


OF EUGENICS. 
TENDENCY | OF TO-DAY. 


A diaiagutaiied acientist, dB. Ss. 
Haldane, writes in the Evening 
Standard: Cromwell.«and an other- 
wise unknown German bricklayer. 
The Intter, it a potential. Cromwell, 
was, unfortunately, guiltless of his 
country’s blood, and‘ten million 
more ordinary men died to establish 
democracy in Germany. 

Neither Cromwell nor, Byron wag 
an intellectual in the ordinary sonse 
of that word. As an undergradu- 
ate at Cambridge Cromwell is said 
to have been “mofe famous for his 


‘achools, being one of the chief 
match-makers and playéra at foot- 
ball, cudgels, or any ‘other boister- 
ous game or sport.” He was essen- 
tially a man of action, and had no 
chance of displaying his talents 
until he was over forty years old. 
Byron expressed certain. rather 
straightforward emotions with 
enormous force, but he was: “not a 
thinker. - 
iat Complicating Life. 


Cromwell and Byron were magni- 
ficent specimens of humanity, but 
they certainly complicated life for 
their neighbours. If they are fair 
samples of big-brained man, a large 
increase in human brain-weight 
would ‘not be conducive to the 
world’s peace. On the other hand, 
they suggest that, from the 
anatomical point of view at least, 
the man in the street may be right 
in his judgment of what constitutes 
a grent man, 

The average Uterary, artistic,.or 
scientific man is, after ull, a special- 
ist, which Byron and Cromwell were 
not. He hardly uses some parts of 
his brain, Thus most scientific 
men do not have mental images aa 
vivid as the rest of us. And-it is 
natural.that the brain of a special- 
ist should ‘be only a little larger 
than the average. 

‘Aman like Lindrum who not only 
possesses & marvellous contro! of 
his, muscles, but can-foresec tho 
position of the billiard ball several 
strokes ahead, probably displays as 
much cerebral activity as a1 higher 
mathematician, und fius as urge o 
brain, But ‘his , contributions to 
humanity are less permanent. 

If it is agreed that the superman 
with a . five-found brain is a 
dangerous ideal at which to aim, 
what goal is more reasonable? I 


‘Jis often stuted that Rnowledge is 


accumllating at so vast a rate that 
no single man dan assimilate more 
than one branch of it, and_only a 
superhuman intellect could . carry 
out a great intellectual synthesis to- 
day. 


I do not believe that this’ is true. 


It,is possible to cover a very wida 
field if you learn how to use books 
tof reference inatead of cumbering 
your mind with knowledge which fs 
only useful on rare occasions. J 
cannot remember’ the date of the 
battle. of Ethandune, the atomic 
weight of samarium, of.the Christ- 
ian name of: the elder Van 
Eyck, but I can'look up any of them 
within two minutes. 

The. real trouble is much more 
serfous, Mathematics are invading 
all other branches of knowledge. 
Astronomy und physics, ag serious 
pursuits, are already closed to non- 
mathematicians. Chemistry and 
engineering are dally becoming 
more mathematical, Many branches 
of biology, psyetiology,-and econo- 
mics are in the same case. And a 
scientific politics would be based on 
numerical facts not only ‘about 
wealth but about human: birth and 
death, health and: disease, 

. Mathematical ability appears to 
be. innate and ‘strongly inherited. 
As science and its ‘applications to 
life grow the . supply. of men and 
women: possessing_this_ability may. 
run short of the’ demand. Perhaps 
the mathematician would be‘s more 


useful and less dangerous ideal for |; 


eugenists than the superman.
